Washington, July 17.—-There is abso- 


lutely nothing known at the state depart- 
ment up to this time in regard to any 
combination between Japan and Spain 
directed against the United States. Thero 
is a possibility, however, that tbe alli- 
ance which has boon referred to ia recent 
dispatches Irorn abroad is merely an effort 
to perpetuate the combination between 
European nations and Japan. During 
tho administration of President Grant, 
when thero was a demonstration against 
Cuba, the United States quickly ascer- 
tained thdt Spain was practically backed 
np by all tbo governments of Europe, a 
fjlodge having boon given that they would 
not sit idly by and see Spain despoiled of 
tbe gem of the Antilles 
If thero ia any- 


thing at all in the, current story regard- 
ing a Japanese-Spanish alliance it ie 
merely a piece of ojquettisnnoss on the 
part of Japan, with a view to eventually 
getting control of tbe Philippine Islands. 
These islands have been regarded with 
envious eyes by Japan for many years, 
and any movement toward an amiabln 
understanding between Japan and Spain 
must ba taken with considerable grains 
of allowance. It is more than likely that 
Spain will oven go to the extreme limit 
in receiving the Japanese envoy who has 
been ordered to Madrid, but nothing will 
come out of this meeting that will beat 
all dangerous to the peace and. comfort of 
the United States. 


Japan has no idea of antagonizing tho 


United States in regard to Hawaii, and 
bluffs made in that direction should be 
regarded at their true value. The Philip- 
pine Island question will never be lost 
sight of by tho recent conquerors of tbe 
Chinese empire. 
There is a thorough 


understanding of tho situation as regards 
Japan and Spain nt the state dopartn/ent, 
and Secretary Sherman is not losing any 
sleep over the lepeated stories to the effect 
that Japan 
and Sp^in will make a con- 


certed demonstration against the United 
States. It would be a decided advantage 
to tbe Spariish government If they could 
induce the Japanese to enter the alliance 
which now exists guaranteeing European 
protection to Spain for Its possession on 
this side of the Atlantic, and this is the 
true inwardness of the meeting at Madrid 
between the representatives of Japan and 
Spain. There is not OVPH a suggestion o) 
war against the United States, and that 
Is to bo used merely as a side issue.

IB being discussed at all It is with a view 
tn pulling the wool over the eyes of the 
Japanese diplomats. Spain wants to bolt 
the Philippine Islandi just as much as it 
does Cuba, snd every energy is being de- 
voted to br.ng about such a consurnma 
tion by lavolgllng Japan into tho Euro 
pean alliance.

,\omen of Siam. She is said to be the 
faithful counselor of the king for all 
advancement.

the royal princes were sent to England 
to be educated.

Even this afternoon none 
of tho business men at Oroana could give 
any of the particulars. 
No one had come 


to tbe village to toll tee story. By some 
it is paid to have been a case of heart 
disease and it is ?tattd that t)*o deceased 
was un eld man In poor health. 


Deceased Was a Veteran. 


It is learned this afternoon that McCor- 


miok was an old man and a veteran of an 
Indiana regiment. He foil [down a stair- 
way over a saloon on South Franklin 
street early in the present year, and broke 
a leg. He was taken to the poor farm, 
where he remained until about the first of 
lust April, when he wont away la com- 
pany with a friend named Thomas Lar- 
klns. That was tbe last heard of him. 
He was a pensioner. 


Last night MoCormlok, who was nearly 


70 years of age, arrived at the DeLong 
place and found a place to Bleop in a 
shed, 
unknown to the farmer. This 


morning he was found dead, death being 
due, It is believed, to heart disease.
